Whek Bovinian had efſded his ſpeech, they p2eſently began the fight 
Wherein for the ſpace of two ts our Engliſh Pen had achteved the 
gteateft Conhueft that ever was known from the beginning of the J- 
rith Warres, fo2 there were above twelve thouſand of the Irith flaine, 
in that place, and but thz& ſcoze men kild and woanded of our Englith 
in which bloody conflick was the Earle of Tyrone taken 2iſdner and 
the remainder of his Armp ran away over bogs and thzough woodes fs 
Cave thetr lives, our ©nglith men till purſuing them and putting all 
thittheyconld to take the ſwozd, among the reft, one thing was to be 
wond!ed at, the threehnge and mighty Gyants which came from Ame- 


- rica, fo aide the Earleof Tyrone in his Warres, were not able to run 
- Dber the bogs, but in their running away, the weight of their bodigs 


were ſoheavy, that they tuck faſt in the bogs, and could not get ont,

But Bovinian received a deepe wound in his ſide, yet ſuch was his 
 Kout Courage, fhat inhis fury, during the fight, he mave nothing of it, 
as ifhe had not folt if : but afterwards he found himſelfe very faint (fo2 
he had bled much.) and therefoze was catefully carried in ; And when 
the King heard of his valour ; and how he was wounded, he gave great 
charge to his owne Chyrurgians, to be carefull ofhim: as they tendzed 
his favour : ſo they came to hint ; and tanched the bleeding; and uſed the 
- beſt Art thep could foz the cure thereof. 

Elfredus he fled fo Rome, thinking there to purge himſelfe by hits 
oath befoze the Pope, who did there with a moſt bold and impudent face 
 p2ofeft that he had no intent at all todo any offence tohis ſoveratane, 

but whilef he was taken this oath in Saint Peters Church ; he ſudden» 
ly fell downe fo the ground, being not able to riſe againe of himſelfe, 
from the place againe where he lap e which judgment how terrible it 
was fo the beholpers, let all men judge ; Do they tooke him up, and car- 
 riedhim away, but within three dayes he diced miſerably.
